I can figure out one of the main reasons for this other frequency is beaause ‘some 

of the gang are a bit worried over what will aappen to channel 1 when the band ovens 
(we hope), From pest experience ten meters 1s very seldom real crowded on the high 
frequency end, Kore of the boys hang around tne low end, Of course, there will be 
some qrm that's true and I suppose if we want to have a intergom channel that is 
relatively free from arm I quess 6 meters would be better than 10, It was 

proposed (by some of the gang) that we shift to FM on our channel 4, Tnis suggestion 
while probably not favored by all of the géeng is worthy of investigation. The main 
problem of a shift to FM 1s of course the receiver, The transmitter wouldn't preseni

ueted in the light of extensive exnerience in the use of Fi in the numerous mobile 
services within tne United States, Also considered are the results of a stuay made 
by &@ special conmittee of the Radio Technical Commission for Marine Services (RICH), 
covering the basic characteristies of both Fi and Am for VHF marine nai > ig ge 
-gkkesults of Raaio Technical Commission for Marine Services (RTCM) Study, (a) FM 

p vides greater coverage for reception of usable signals than AM. The fact that 
reception of umsable signals is not possible with FM is an advantege beeeuse this

has already been installed, the similar costs between AM and FM equi ment complete- 
ly- favor the use of FM equipment, AM equipment built for the same job as present 
day FM equipment could not possibly result in any savings to the user, -Quantita- 
tive Comparisons of FM and AM Taken From the RTCii Repert. Two examples taken from 
the RTCM report illustrate the superiority of FM over AM. Example Le This example 
illustrates the greater useful area of coverage of an FM st bation as comoeread with. 
an AM station of the same power output, Both stations were operated independently 
but under the same conoitions of propagation. Although these ranges would very with 
conaitions of propagation and power output, the comparison would still hold, For FM. 
Excellent reception over radius of 22 miles from station, Fair to poor reception 
from 30 to 32 miles from station, No reception and no interference recelved beyond 
3< miles, For AM; Excellent reception over radius of 7 miles from stetion, Good 
reception from 7 to 18 miles from station, Fair to pvor reception from 18 to 27 
miles from station. Reception cf signals as interference from 27 miles to vs far 
out as receiver 1s capable of detecting signals, ExawpZe 2: This example illustra- 
tes the relative freedom of interference between two FI stations operating simul. 
MNeously on the same frequency as compared to two AM stations on tne same fre- 
quency, - Assuming 2 fixed stations, spaced 15 miles apart, of equal power, overate 
ing simultaneously on the same frequency, and using AM, the ares of coverage of eact 
such station would be 1.3 square miles, Using, the same stations, power, frequency 
and spacing, out using FM, the area of coverage would be 43 aousre miles for esh 
station, Increasing the power of one stetion over the other in the ratio of lo’ to l, 
all other conditions the same, the area of coverage would be 4 square miles ana ,4 
square miles for AM as compared to 10] square miles and 10 square miles using FM, 
Ignition Noise ~ Rejection of ignition noise by FN equipment 1s another significant 
factor of superiority over AM, especially in mobile ‘service, As a result, the mod- 
ification of tne vehicle in which the FM eouipment is installed is held to & min- 
imun, and interference from the ambient lgenizion noise of nearby vehicles is greatl} 
lessened" That's what those who know say about FM and if Al cén come up with some-
